Undisturbed by Garfield Tay- 
lor’s Testimony. 

MOUNT HOLLY, N. J., June %0.—The 
trial of Mrs, Annie Phares for the alleged 
murder of her husband, Albert A; Phares 
of Jacksonville, N. J., was resumed to-

He said he had never told 
Mrs. Phares that ,the medicine oa 
scribed would make her husband ill after 
taking it. 

Dr. Parsons, who made the post-mortem 
examination, sajd that the most notable 
feature was the position of the feet, which 
were arched, a characteristic feature of 
stry Chula poisoning. 

Dr, H. A. Hare, an expert, from Philade!- 


phia, in Saver to a hypothetical question 
said he was positive that death resulted 


from strychnine poisoning. 

Garfield Taylor told of trips he had taken 
around the country with the defendant. He 
said that Mes, Phares had asked him to 
marry her, but he had refused to do so, 
though he said that he loved the woman. 

Mrs. Phares remained cool and self-pos-

Resolved, That the interests of education in the 
State of New York demand that ail supervision 
be exercised by a single department a that it 
be so supervised that it be as free as possible 
from the Interest of party politics,

tional Unity in the United States"’ was 
discussed by Premident George E. MacLean 
of the University of Ohto, of. Albert E.

INSIST ON GOING TO JAIL. 


Two South Carolinians, Sentenced for 
Manslaughter, Take Themselves 
into Custody.

COLUMBIA, 8. C., June 30.—In,. two days, 
two white men have delivered themselves 
at the penitentiary wishing to serve sen- 
iences for manslaughter. They were out on 
bond when their appeals from conviction 
were dented, 

H. G. Box of Tillman, Hampton. County, 
had difficulty in getting in, but was finally 
allowed to enter pending the arrival of 
papers from Hampton. He was Postmaster 
at Tillman, and objected to J. C. McCreery, 
a railroad contractor, formerty of Macon, 
shooting a pistol at a mark on Sunday. 
They quarreled, and a couple of Sundays 
afterward met in the aisle of the church, 
and Box, who is a cripple, fired the fatal 
shot. He is to serve seven years. 

Pinckney W. Hutto of Orangeburg had 
less difficulty getting by the guards at the 
penitentiary door, having taken the trouble 
to bring commitment papers with him. 
Hutto is to serve only three years. He 
killed a young brother, whom he had got 
out of many scrapes. There was an ele- 
ment of self-defense. He was a prosperous 
farmer.

Wyoming. 


MANY MEN BURIED ALIVE | 


Explosion’ Blocks Exits and Entombs 
All Not Instantly Killed—Many of 
Those Rescued Unconscious. 


HANNA, Wyoming, June 30.—Hanna was 
the scene of a terrible disaster at 10:30 to- 
day when an explosion of fire damp in Mine 
No. 1 of the Union Pacific Coal Company 
snuffed out the lives of 234 men, injured 
scores of others and caused the destruction 
of @ vast amount of property. 

The mine was not fired, as was stated in 
the earlier reports, but the explosion was 
terrific and completely shattered the tim- 
bers of the main shaft and numerous en- 
trances, filling the working with debris, and 
those of the miners that were-not killed out- 


Tight by the explosion were buried alive, 
The explosion was heard for many miles 


around and attracted people from the ad- 


joining settlements. Huge timbers and 


railroad iron.were hurled 300 feet from 
the mouth of the shaft. 


FORTY-SIX MEN RESCUED. 


Superintendent E. §. Brooks and B 
large force of men began the work of 
removing the debris from the shaft that 
they might reach the entombed miners, 
Their progress into the mine was blocked 
by the foul gases and several times they 
were forced to return to the surface. 

All day the rescuing party worked, the 
force being increased from time to time by 
the arrival of ranchmen and others from 
near-by settlements and by that of a relief 
train sent out from Rawlings, which ar- 
rived at 2 o'clock in the afternoon. About 

‘o'clock this afternoon four men were 
taken out alive and a half hour later they 
were followed by forty-two others. Many 
were unconscious and ‘had to be carried 
from the workings. Several are in a serlous 
condition, but it is believed all will recover, 
RESCUERS UNABLE TO GO FURTHER, 

Two hundred. and dedidghty-two men 
went down in the mine at 7 o'clock this 
morning; and up to a late hour to-night 
only forty-eight have been accounted for, 
of this number two are dead. 

It was some time after the explosion oc- 
curred that the first man was brought to 
the surface. He was followed by others 
until 1 o'clock, when the last of the forty- 
eight was brought out. 

The rescuers were unable to penetrate 
further into the mine, as it was nacessary 
to make another opening to permit fresh 
air to reach the lower levels. 

Horses and scrapers were put at work 
hauling debris from the shaft. The work is 
progressing slowly, owing to the narrow 
space in which the vescuers are compelled 


| to operate, but by day-light the mine should 


be opened sufficiently to permit of deep ex- 
plorations and the rescue of the dead bodies, 

Late to-night a party of rescuers reached 
four mules that were alive, and this caused 
renewed hope. It is @ faint hope, however, 
for experienced mine bosses and miners 
say that when the imprisoned men are 
reached all will be found dead. 


TOO FRIGHTENED TO ESCAPE. 


Some of the miners who escaped say they 
saw twenty dead bodies in entry No. 17. 
They reported that many of the men were 
crazed by the explosion and ran hither and 
thither in the mine. 

Many of these could have escaped, but 
they lay down, buried their faces in their 
hands and gave up the fight. Of the 234 
dead about 175 were married and leave 
large families. About 100 were Finlanders, 
tO were colored, and the rest were Ameri- 
cans. 

The Havana mines are the best on the 
Union Pacific system, having been estab- 
lished in 1878. The town was named for 
Senator Mark Hanna, when he was a 
member of the Union Pacific Company. 
Mine No. 1 is practically a new property. 
It has twenty-six entries, fifteen miles of 
workings, ‘and a main incline shaft of one 
and one-half miles in iength. 

The mine has been recognized as a dan- 
gerous property for some time on account 
of the large amount of gas, but the system 
of ventilation has been so good that an 
accident was not anticipated.

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SHIPYARD BOARD MEETS. 


No Action on Nixon  Resignation— 
Maturing Bond Interest to be 
Considered To-day.

HEAVY RAIN IN LITTLE AREA. 


Flooding Storm Strikes Harlem—Light- 
ning Strikes Building and Cars 
Are Blocked. 


A. flooding rainstorm broke over the up- 
per part of the city last night. Trolley cars 
were blocked, and lightning did damage to 
one building. 

The storm was local, and so small in area 
that it did not even cover the entire city. 
In Harlem it rained so hard that the cele- 


brated oldest inhabitants sat up and took 
notice, some even venturing to declare the 


downpour the worst they ever had seen. At 


the. Battery observers said they did not 
notice a drop of rain. 

Harlem residents saw heavy blagk clouds 
rolling up from the New Jersey side of the 
Hudson about 8 o'clock. Quickly they 
cafne, with streaks of lightning flashing at 
frequent intervals, followed by ear-split- 
ting peals of thunder. 

The clouds passed across the upper por- 
tion of the city toward Long Island he 
water poured down’ as though the clouds 
had determined to have it all over with in 
a few minutes. Along the streets empty 
boxes could be seen floating. Elevated sta- 
tions were crowded with persons seeking 
shelter. 

It was all over, however, within twenty 
minutes, and then the moon showed once 
more. A few drops of rain fell in Brooklyn. 

According to the Weather Bureau, ihe 
only place reporting thunderstorms was Al- 
bany. The forecaster said it was doubtful 
if that storm could have traveled all the 
way from the State capital without being 

by some of the observers along the 
Huldson. So, gccording to the bureau's fig- 
uring, the sto must have collected some- 
years in the neighborhood of Spuyten 


1, 
The only Ih reported done by the 
lightning was at Westchester Avenue and 
Third Avenue. There it struck on the roof 
of a building occupied by the dry goods firm 
of Feltows Smith, extinguishing the lights 
and burning the insulation off of the wires 
in the basement, which caused the wood- 
work to ignite. An alarm was turned in 
and the engines put out the fire with litle 
damage. 

The High Bridge trolley cars were stalled 
more than half an hour in Sedgwick Ave- 
nue by dirt and stones, which had become 
loosened by the storm, covering the north 
track. The track was covered for 100 feet, 
and in some places the dirt was more than 
four feet deep. The motormen and conduc- 
tors of the stalled cars borrowed shovels 
from the residents and cleared the rails. 

Sedgwick Avenue from the police sta- 
tion at High Bridge to Depot Place was 
badly washed out. 


FLOOD DAMAGE IN BROOKLYN. 


Public’ Works Office Deluged with 
Claims-——Rapid Transit Loses 
$50,000. 


Claims by property owners for damages 
caused by the flood on Monday began to 
come into the office of Public Works Com- 
missioner Redfield in Brooklyn yesterday. 
All the claims thus far filed are for small 


amounts. 

From reports received from Mr. Redfield's 
engineers it appears that much of the dam- 
age done by the waters in South Brooklyn 
was due to the faulty construction of the 
big Greene Avenue relief sewer. It is cal- 
culated by the engineers that the sewer in 
its entire lergth is capable of draining 3,260 
acres of territory, but its smaller dlameter 
at the mouth limits its capacity to the 
drainage of but 2,100 acres, 

General Manager Calderwood of the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company said yes- 
terday ‘that the damage to the company’s 
tracks and other property by the flood 
amounted to about $50,000.

Borough President: Swanstrom in 
the Movement. 


Address to Voters Denounces Willough- 
by Street Organization—Otto Kemp- 


ner Appeals to Shepard's 
Old Followers. 


About 500 delegates met at the Bijou The- 
atre,'Smith and Livingston Streets, Brook- 
lyn, last night to organize the Kings Coun- 
ty Democracy, designed to bé made up of 
independent Democrats of that borough. 
An address to the voters of Brooklyn was 
read, im which the Willéughby Street or- 
ganization was characterized as a “ polit- 
feal trust"’ and the fusion administration 
lauded. 

J. Warren Greene was temporary Chair- 
man and John C. Kelly permanent Chair- 
man. The following were elected Vice 
Presidents: Dick S. Ramsay, Henry Hentz, 
Borough President Swanstrom, 3, Warren 
Greene, George E. Lovett, James A. Mar- 
tin, Dr. W. J. Shrewsbury, and James Mc- 
Mahon, Jules A. Guedon was elected Sec- 
retary. 


Otto Kempner, Deputy Commissioner of 
Public Works in Brooklyn, read the ad- 
dress to the voters. In presenting it Mr. 
Kempner referred, to: Edward M, Shepard. 
He said in part: 

“ The independent Democrats of Brooklyn 
have frequently sidetracked that dilapidat- 
ed and antediluvian Willoughby Street vehi- 
cle. They built up a powerful organization, 
but when their Iéader turned ‘ regular,’ un- 
fortunately, but no doubt with the best 


motives, his demoralized flock scattered to 
the four winds, 

“A few of his disciples, influenced by 
friendship, inarched with him into the ene- 
mies’ camp, but the vast majority of them,

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Detectives Accused of Assault. 


Prisoners from Alleged Poolrooms the 
Complainants—Mr. Jerome Seeks 
to Change Charge, 


Rolice Inspector Elbert O. Smith, Capt. 
Hogan, and Precinct Detectives Lynch and 
McAleese of the Mercer Street Station ap- 
peared before Magistrate Breen in the 
Tombs Police Coyrt yesterday in response 
to summonses on charges of assault in the 
third degree, preferred by three of the pris- 
oners captured in the raids of last week in 
alleged poolrooms, when nearly 600 men 
were placed under arrest without warrants. 

The complainants were James W. Can- 
non, Joseph P. Bell, and George ©. Brown. 
The summonses had been obtained from 
Magistrate Breen by their counsel, Benja- 
min Steinhardt of Howe & Hummel, who 
for years has been the legal adviser of 
“The” Allen, 

When the cases were called District At- 
torney Jerome appeared before the Magis- 
trate and said: 

“I do not appear as the representative 
of these defendants. I only wish to lay 
certain facts before the court which may 
tend to make the case appear in its true 
light. The warrants for these raids were 
issued under Section $51 of the Penal Code, 
and the prisoners who were taken without 
warrants were arrested by the police as 


; aiding and abetting in the violation of law. 


There was no authority for this, but mem- 
berg of the police force of this city are 
not generally familiar with the interpreta- 
tion of the law and can hardly be expected 
to be so. On the other hand, there might 
be some justification for the contention, 
for nobody would suspect that a persor 
captured in a poolroom had gone there to 
say his prayers. The law, however, does 
not make it a ielony for a person to enter 
a poolroom and nlace a bet there.” 

he District Attorney suggested that the 
charge of assault could not properly be 
oreferred; that the charge instead should 

@ oppression, where it would be necessary 
to prove that the offense had been willful 
and malicious. 

Mr. Jerome added that if Mr. Steinhardt 
was going to press the complaints, he 
would render all possible assistance in 
prosecuting the cases. He asks, however, 
that they be adjourned so as to give the 
defendants an opportunity to get counsel. 

“IT never knew it was the District At- 
torney’s duty to interest himself to secure 
the freedom of defendants in a criminal 
action,” said Mr. Steinhardt. ‘‘ My clients 
were subjected to insult and indignities. -I 
insist that this case comes properly under 
the category of assault, and ask that it go 
to trial.’ . 

Magistrate Breen granted an adjourn- 
ment until next Tuesday. 

After a conference with District Attor- 
ney Jerome, Commissioner Greene, who on 
Monday upheld the action of Inspector 
Smith, yesterday announced that he had 
changed his mind. He sent the following 
letter to Inspector Smith as a result: 

After careful investigation I withdraw my ap- 
proval of your action in arresting all persons 
found in the poolrooms, for the managers of 
which you had warrants on Friday last. 

The evidence you had against these persons 
was not sufficient to hold them on a charge of 
felony under Section 351 of the Criminal Code, 
and the arrests should not have been made. 

I recognize you acted in good faith, believing 
that it was not only your right, but your duty, to 
proceed as you did in pursuance of advice re- 
celved at the District Attorney's office. 

In similar cases hereafter you will ask for ad- 
vice from the District Attorney himself, or, in 
his absence, the Acting District Attorney. 

The Commissioner said that in the future 
only the proprietors of poolrooms and their 
employes would be arrested. 


FOUNDRY OWNERS ORGANIZE. 


Officers of the Body Chosen from the 
Mott, Fagan, and Hecla Iron Works. 


A meeting of the owners of foundries in 
Greater New York and vicinity was held 
at the Gilsey House last night, and an em- 
ployers’ organization was formed. The or- 
ganization will be known as the New York 
and New Jerscy Foundrymen’s Association, 
and the following officers were elected:

There are about 200 foundries in the city 
and vicinity, and the most of them were 
represented at the meeting. Most of the 
foundries are members of the National 
Foundrymen’'s Association of America, and 
the new organization will work with the 
National Association, but, it is asserted, 
will have to do with local conditions, and 
will endeavor to obtain for the local man- 
ufacturers independence in the management 
of their foundries. 


COURT CENSURES C, L. HYDE. 


In a decision just handed down by Jus- 
tice O'Gorman ot the Supreme Court, in 
the suit of Charles L. Spier, President of 
the Staten Island Midland Railroad, against 
Charles Livingston Hyde and William R. 
Garrison, the Justice severely arraigns Mr, 
Hyde. Both of the defendants are mem- 
berys of the Tuxedo Park colony and are 
reported millionaires. ; 

According to Mr. Spier, he brought a type- 
setting machine to the attention of Messrs, 
Hyde and Garrison in November, 1898, and 
induced them to agree to finance the pro- 
ject, provided the control of the commen 
owning the machine could be obta ned, 
which Mr. Spier said he accomplished. A 


new company was formed, with a capital 


of $5,000,000. 
Mr. Spier, continuing, said that Mr. Hyde, 


realizing the enormous profits likely to be 
made by the pool, sent for him on May 8, 
1800, ‘“‘and upon false representations to 
the effect that the bankers had made such 
exactions as to leave but a small profit to 
the credit of the pool, induced me by these 
false representations to modify my interest 
to the extent of accepting about one-third 
less than I was: actually entitled to, and 
also inducing me to reduce my interest in 
the foreign patents about one-half.” He 
sought $150,000 damages, 

Justice O'Gorman, deciding in favor of 
Mr. Spier, says: 

“IT have concluded to accept the plaintiff's 
version of the disputed conversation and 
incidents that preceded the paper writing 
of May 8. The statements made by the de- 
fendant, Hyde, were representations of fact 
and not mere expressions of opinion. They 
were untrue, deliberately made with knowl- 
edge of their falsity, and with the intention 
to mislead and deceive the plaintiff, who in 
fact relied thereon, Al! the elements of 


fraud were present, and make invalid the 
agreement of that date.’’ 


FELL FROM ELEVATED TRAIN. 


As a train on the Kings County Elevated 
Railroad was crossing Alabama Avenue 


while running through Fulton Street on the 
way to East New York, shortly after 9 
o’clock last night, an unknown man was 
seen to fall from the rear platform. The 


train was stopped and the stranger was 
found dead in the street, his skull having 
been crushed by the fall, 

The body was partially identified as that 
of Charles Crow ey, about fifty years old, 
a machiyist employed by the Brooklyn 
Heights Railroad Company. He is sup- 
posed to have been sitting on the chain ex- 
tending across the rear platform and to 


have lost his balance.

Amount Said to be About $15,000— 
Cashier Gass Missing Since Bank 
Made Complaint. 


Charles Gass, cashier and bookkeeper of 
the Harmonie Clnb, on Forty-second Street, 
opposite Bryant Park, for five years, is 
missing. It is alleged that there ts a short- 
age in the club accounts amidunting to $15,- 
000. At the home of Mr. Gass last night it 
was stated that he had been away for sev- 
eral days, he having resigned from the 
club.

—Bride Disappears from Chi- 
cago Hotel. 


CHICAGO, June 30.—Lieut. William K. 
McCue of the United States Army, who was 
accused of bigamy during his absence yes- 
terday from his bride? of two weeks, re- 
turned a few minutes before midnight to 
the hotel where he had been’ stopping. 

The bride, who was Miss Viola Simon of 
San Francisco, was. nearly prostrated yes- 
terday when she heard that another woman 
claimed to,ybe the Lieutenant's wife.

After Traveler Broke-Just as Trial 
Race. Had Started, 


eee rn anameeed 
Accident Not Serious, and the Two 
Boats Will Race To-morrow—Sir 
Thomas Goes to Newport. 


There was no race yesterday between the 
two Shamrocks. The yachts went to the 
Sandy Hook Lightship and actually started 
for a race, but an accident put the chal- 


lenger out almost as soon as she crossed 
the line. 

_The yachts’ left the anchorage in the 
Horseshoe at 11:05 A. M., the challenger in 
tow of the Erin, and the old boat in tow of 
the tug Cruizer. An hour and a half later 
they crossed a line between the Erin and 
the Sandy Hook Lightship for a fifteen- 
mile beat to windward and a run home. 
There was a nice breeze from the south, 
and at 12:30 the Cruiger was sent off to log 
the course. The. preparatory signal. was 
given at 12:82, and the yachts were allowed 
five minutes.to manoeuvre before the start. 

The challenger got’ the windward berth, 
and the pair went over the line almost 
abeam, but the taffrail of the new boat was 
against the counter of the old. They went 
over on the starboard tack, and almost im- 
mediately the new boat shot up into the 
wind until she actually hove to, Then she 
went off slowly on the port tack after 
taking In her staysail. The old boat fol- 
lowed that queer move and presently men 
were seen.aloft on both boats. Then 
the clubtopsalls were taken down, and it 
was evident that a serious mishap had oc- 
curred to one ‘of the boats: 

The after traveler of the new boat had 
broken near the port end.. The traveler is a 
steel bar fixed crosswise to the deck, near 
the taffrail, to carry the block of the main 
sheet from side to side of the yacht. Sham- 
rock III. has two travelers, and it was 
the after one that gave way. 

What caused the break could not be de- 
termined, and the only meplane ion pup OS- 
able is that the ring which holds the block 
to the traveler got jammed, and a sudden 
slot of the mainsail made the break. 

The accident rendered it impossible for 
the yacht to sail on the port tack, and after 
her -clubtopsail was brought down, her 
mainsail was lowered. Then the Erin took 
her in tow and brought her up to the Erie 
Basin, while Shamrock I. returned to her 
anchorage in the Horseshoe. 

The damage could not be repaired in time 
for the yachts to race be-day and so Sir 
Thomas decided to go to ewport last 
night instead of to-night, as he at first 
intended. He will be back at Sandy Hook 
to-morrow . morning, and to-morrow the 
yachts will have their f{irst real race on this 
side of the Atlantic. 


KAISER’S METEOR BEATEN. 


Yacht Hamburg Wins a Fifty-Mile Race 
at Kiel— Germans Defeat United 
States Cruiser Chicago’s Cutter. 


KIEL, June 30.—The yacht Hamburg beat 
the Emperor's Meteor in the fifty-mile race 
to Eckernfoerde, crossing the finish line 
a minute and a fraction ahead, which, with 
the handicap, gave the Hamburg the vic- 
tory by 4:38. The Iduna was half an 
hour behind. 

The Emperor was rather pleased at the 
Hamburg's |victory, as he organized the 
syndicate of 200 yachtsmen which owns 
her. She is an English-built boat, and was 
formerly the Rainbow; but she was sailed 
entirely by Germans, though the Meteor 
still retains part of her English crew. The 
greater part of the coursé was a steady 
beat of over forty miles, during which the 
Hamburg was sailed closer to the wind 
and was five minutes ahead at the last 
turning-boat. The final ten miles of the 
course was before the wind, and the Me- 
teor made up nearly four minutes. 

Ambassador Meyer of Italy and Allison V. 
Armour of Chicago were among the Em- 
eror’s guests on the Meteor. The Nava- 
noe beat the Comet by twenty minutes, 
The breeze was fresh and the Comet lost 
her topsail. 

The Glueckauf again beat R. W. Goelet's 
Swan in their class. The Swan was sec- 
ond, eight minutes behind the Glueckauf, 
unofficial ti The Betty VI. was third. 

The fourtee#-oared cutter of the German 
turret-ship Kaiser Wilhelm II. beat the 
United States cruiser Chicago's twelve- 
oared cittter to-day in a race over a two- 
mile course, covering ‘the distance in 23 
seconds better time. The winning Ger- 
man cutter, on account of having an extra 
pair of oars started 15 seconds after the 
Chicago's cutter and finished 8 seconds 
ahead.

“ ‘Thomas Lipton’s Yacht Erin De- 

clined— Quiet Life at 
Oyster Bay. 


OYSTER BAY, June 30.—President Roose- 
<velt has expressed his inteption to witness 
the international yacht race between the 
American defender Reliance and the Sham- 
rock IIL, to be sailed on Aug. 20. He will 
go to the course over which the race is to 
be sailed on the Mayflower. Sir Thomas 
Lipton recently extended to the President a 
cordial invitation to witness the-races from 
his yacht, the Erin, but, while appreciating 
the invitation and the spirit which prompt- 
ed it, President Roosevelt felt obliged to 
decline it. 
Gov. Hunt of Porto Rico, Senator Long 
of Kansas, and ex-Postmaster General Wil- 
son 8. Bissell of Buffalo arrived here to- 
day and were the President's gtests at 
luncheon. ‘ 
“ After a conference with Gov. Hunt, the 
President signed a formal order making 
reservations of lands in the Island of Porto 
Rico for the purpose of this Government. 
The action was taken under the provisions 
of a law passed at the first session of the 
Fifty-seventh Congress, which authorized 
the President to make the reservations be- 
fore July 1, 1903. All lands not reserved will 
accrue to-morrow to the Island of Porto 
co. 
In the aggregate more than 90,000 acres 
of land were involved. Under the old 
Spanish régime the title to these lands be- 
came so greatly involved that it could not 
be determined from any available records 
to whom they belonged. They could not be 
sold because the Government of Porto Rico 
could not give a clear title to them. 
By the President's action reservations of 
the public lands are made for the War, 
Navy, and Treasu Departments and for 
the rtment of Justice. , 
The reservations are. principally in the 
vicinity of the cities, the largest, -with one 
exception, being at n Juan. The excep- 
tion is the Island of Culebra, which is re- 
served entire for naval purposes. The 
reservations in and about San Juan are 
mainiy for artillery fortifications under 
control of the War Department. Other 
reservations made will be utilized as sites 
for Custom Houses, lighthouses, and build- 
for the Department of Justice. 
is expected that from the sale of the 
lands the island will receive about $500,000. 
his sum will be devoted largely to educa- 
tional purposes.

LONDON, July 1.—Th correspondent 
of The Times at Peking says that Vice- 
roy Chang Chih Tung “has been ordered 
to_revise the constitution of the Peking 
University and frame @ uniform system 
for provincial universities, so that the 
system of higher education may be ex- 
tended and perfected and ability encour- 
aged throughout the country. The Fac- 
ulty of the Peking University, so called, 
consists of four Japanese professors 
who do not speak Chinese, and who 
teach through interpreters a small body 
of Chinese students none of whom under- 
Stands any Japanese. 

Viceroy Chang has been consulting 
with the Foreign Ministers and urging 
that in the payment of the indemnity 
silver only be accepted. The American 
Minister agrees, but France and Russia 
are not willing. The Russian and French 
Legations have warned Chang that if 
China does not pay in gold, according to 
the agreement in the protocol, the pow- 
ers comfemplate seizing and administer- 
ing Salt Gabelle or reoccupying the na- 
tive city of Tien-tsin. 

The general opinion is that China is 
not deserving of charitable ‘treatment. 
There has been no attempt at reform in 
the administration of the Government's 
affairs. Corruption is as great as ever. 
The money which is squandered on the 
Court at Peking would suffice to pay 
double the difference between gold and 
silvér payment of the amount for which 
China stands obligated to the powers, 


POPE GOES OUT RIDING. 


Pontiff’s Condition Now Better Than It 
Has Been in Some Time. 


ROME, June 30.—The best proof that there 
is nothing serious the matter with the Pope’s 


gardens this morning for the first time this 
year, and was driven about for an hour and 
a half. The Pontiff seemed to enjoy the 
open air immensely, and noticed the 
changes made in the gardens since last 
year, He was s jally interested in the 
growth of the vines planted by himself, and 
made inquiries regarding the prospects of 
the vintage. 

When the Pope returned to his apart- 
ments he was not in the least fatigued, and 
received several Bishops, including the 


Right Rev. John Rooney, Coadjutor Apos- 
tolic Vicar of Cape Town, Cape Colony. 

Monsignors Mourey and D'Haltpoul, 
French prelates attached to the apal 
Court, left for Paris to-day on a vacation 
Which will last until October. They pre- 
viously asked Dr. Lapponi, the Pope’s phy- 
sician, if their vacation was not likely to 
be interrupted, and his reply was: 

“Do not be anxious. You may stop away 
for several Summers.”’ 

At present the Pope is wonderfully well. 
People who have seen him recently declare 
that all traces of the Pontiff's recent in- 
dispositions have disappeared. 


SKUPSHTINA CLOSED. 


Perfect Freedom for Elections Prom- 
ised—King Peter Visits Scene 
of Assassination. 


BELGRADE, Servia, June 30.—At the 
meeting of the Skupshtina to-day Premier 
Avakumovics read a ukase closing the 
session specially summoned by the Provis- 
ional Government on June 11, 

After reading the ukase the Premier 


thanked the iepehtine ih behalf of the 
Government for the election of King Peter, 
and ddded that the Government had con- 
cluded that it was better to postpone all 
legislation until the new Skupshtina was 
elected. The Premier pledged the Govern- 
ment to see that the elections were carried 
out with perfect freedom, so that the result 
may truly represent public opinion, ‘' 
The elections are expected to take place 
in the middle of September, and will doubt- 
less result in & considerable incréase in 
the number of Extreme Radicals in the 


House. 

The King has already promised that the 
new Cabinet shall be composed in accord- 
ance with the results-of the elections.

REPLIES TO PROF. DELITZSCH. 
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Rabbi Kohler Says Bloodshed at Kish- 
ineff “ May Be Traced to Such Ger- 
man Sham Utterances.” | 


DETROIT, Mich., June 80.-A paper on 
“ Assyriglogy and the Bible,” written in re- 
ply. to Prof, Delitzsch’s lectures on “ Babel 
and Bible,” was. read to-day by Rabbi 
Kohler of New York before the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis at Temple 
Beth-El. , 

“Rabbi Kohler, who is ‘the President-elect 
of the Hebrew Union College of Cincinnati, 
said: ‘We live in an age of strange con- 
trasts, a bold striving for new truths and 
& revival of old falsehoods, Great achieve- 
ments of human love and violent outbursts 
of cruel hatred come side by side. “Men 
supposed to dwell above the passions of 
the multitude are seem té. contribute their 
full share to the confusion of mind. Such 
an impression was created by the two lect- 
ures on ‘ Babel and Bible,’ delivered a year 
ago by Delitzsch before the German Em- 
peror and Empress. Instead of simply 
showing the new light that the Babylonian 


monuments have cast on the Scriptures and 
how the Chaldean civilization furnished the 
Hebrews with all the materialg for forming 
their communities and their beliefs and the 
customs of the time, he made a most un- 
warranted attack upon the Old Testament. 
He made his second lecture especially the 
oceasion for assailing the Old Testament, 
its ple, its God. 

“The question to us is: how a man like 
Delitzsch can be so carried away ~~ preju- 
dice and passjon as ‘to drag the Book of 
beoks in the dust and impute to the God 
of Israel an unrighteousness and sensuality 
—nay, assign to him horns and a sexual 
dualism! Jt may be said of these lectures: 
* Whatever is true in them is not_new and 
whatever is new is not true.’ It is thé 
characteristic sign of -the times that any 
professor or writer-in Germany that craves 
penalasiy to-day needs but to blow the 

orn of anti-Semitism to receive the favor 
of high and low. -And the innocent blood 
that ran the streets of Kishineff may be 
traced to such German sham _ utterances. 
There is little doubt in my mind that the 
ultra-conservative training of Delitasch 
made him the despiser, the mocker of the 
Old Testament.” 

The discussion of the paper read by Rabbi 
Kohler consumed the ter part of the 
afternoon. The remar in general were 
commendatory, but there was one excep- 
tion, and this was the sharp criticism de- 
livered by Dr. Barnet A. Elaas of Charles- 
town, 8. C. His vigorous sentences for a 
moment thréatéened the calm demeanor of 
the gathering and resulted in Dr. Kohler 
interrupting the speaker and demanding 
that he be cajled to order. Dr. Bizas said: 

° potowtng up the American-Jewish lit- 
erature of the last twenty years, One can-~- 
not help being impressed with the fact that 
the chief results of the criticism of which 
Delitzsch is the expounder are admittted 
by leading men in the Jewish pulpit. 
think that Dr. Kohler's paper in pointing 
out the faults of Delitzsch's concjusions 
lacked the positive element, as Dr. Kohler 
did not state what the Jews do believe of 
the Bible.”’ 

As soon as Dr. Elzas saw that his criti- 
cism was objectionable he immediately re- 
tracted what he had said and added that 
he did not wish it understood that he would 
in any way cast reflection on the per, 
which he considered valuable scientific lit- 
erature. f 

After the discussion Dr. Kohler’s paper 
was adopted as official Jewish literature, 
and copies will be printed and sent to Em- 
peror William, before whom the _ lectures 
n ‘ Babel and Bible *’ were first delivered. 


RUSSIA READY TO REPLY. 


Hint as to What May Be Expected If 
United States Kishineff Petition 
Is Presented. 


ST, PETERSBURG, June 30.—The follow- 
ing semi-official statement was issued .to- 
day: 

“There have been no negotiations be- 
tween Russia and the United States in re- 
gard to President Roosevelt's intention to 
forward to the Russian Government a peti- 
tion from’ the American Jews concerning 
the events at Kishineff, and no communica- 
tion hag been made to kussia by the United 
States Government on this subject. a 
such been received, Russia would natufal- 
ly have known what to reply to such an 
attempt at interference in her internal af- 
fairs.’ 

The foregoing note was issued by the 
semi-official news agency. 

As a vesult of the petition presented by 
the deputation from the mercantile com- 
munity of Kishineff which waited on 
Finance Minister Witte June 26, asking 
for a moratorium for bills of exchange and 
other facilities to rehabilitate the credit of 
those who suffered from the recent events, 
the State Bank at Kishineff has been au- 
thorized to discount the bills of Kishineff 
firms which were protested during the 
months of April and May. 


WASHINGTON, June 30,—When the dis- 
patch from 8t. Petersburg saying there had 
been no negotiations between Russia and 
the United States relative to President 
Roosevelt's intention to forward to the 
Russian Government a petition from Amer- 
ican Jews was shown to Count Cassini, the 
Russian Anibassador, to-day, he thought it 
too clear to need any comment. He con- 
firmed its correctness, 

It is understood the semi-official state- 
ment was issued because of a sensational 
report circulated through Europe that 
Count Cassini had called at the White 
House in an agitated state of mind to of- 
fer formal explanations in the name of his 
Government tor the Kishineff incident. 


IS OPPOSED BY RUSSIA. 


Reason Why United States Commercial 
Treaty with China Has Not 
Been Signed. 


PEKING, June 30.—Prince Ching, President 
of the Foreign Office, to-day returned here 
from the Summer palace in order to hold a 
conference with Minister Conger in regard 
to the commercial treaty between China 
and the United States. 

It is understood that the Russian opposi- 


tion, which, the Chinese Foreign Office in- 
sists, prevents its signature, is unchanged, 
though friends of the American treaty pro- 
fess to expect that the coming conférence 
between Gen. Kuropatkin, the Russian War 
Minister, and M. Lessar, the Russian Minis- 
ter to China, at Port Arthur will result in 
the removal of the Russian objections. 

An official telegram has been sent to the 
new Viceroy of Cdnten directing him to or- 
der the troops in the field to exterminate 
the remaining rebels in Kwang-Si Prov- 
ince, where, it is understood, the suffering 
from the famine eclipseg the losses caused 
by the rebellion. 

TIEN-TSIN, June 30.—The local newspa- 
pers comment on the alleged significance 
of the gatnering of the American, British, 
and Japanese fleets {In the northern part of 
the Gulf of Pe-Chi-Li. It is asserted that 
no less than fifty-seven Russian warships 
of one sort and another are,assembled at 
Port Arthur. The Japanese reserve officers 
who were on leave in North China are said 
to have been called home, 


IRISH LAND BILL PROGRESS. 
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An Important Amendment Offered by 
T. W. Russell Accepted by 
Mr. Wyndham. 


LONDON, June 30.~—The House of Com- 
mons is making rapid progress with the 
eonsideration of the Irish Land bill, both 
sides evidently being anxious to push the 
measure through, Clauses 10 to 20 were 


accepted to-night, the only amendment of 
interest being that of T. Russell to 
Clause 17, which was accepted by Mr, 
Wyndham. The amendment provides that 
where three-fourths of the tenants agree 
to the purchase of an estate the remain- 
ing tenants shall be deemed to have ac- 
cepted the offers made to them and the 
Land Purchase act shall apply accordingly. 


VICTOR HUGO’S HOME. , 


Presented to Municipality of Paris by 
His Descendants. 


PARIS, June 380.—The historic mansion 
on the Place des Vosges in which Victor 
Hugo spent. the most active years of his 
life was to-day formally presented to the 
Municipality of Paris by the grandchildren 
and other kin of the great author. The 
event attracted widespread interest in lit- 
erary circles. Paul Meurice, one of the 
chief benefactors, pointed out that the gift 
was designed to give France a memorial 
similar to England’s home of Shakespeare 
and Germany’s home of Goethe.

AMERICAN AIMS IN PANAMA. 


State Department Will Not Notice Offi- 
cially Charges of Colombian Con- 
sul General at London. 


WASHINGTON, June 30.—The State De- 
partment is not disposed at present to take 
any notice officially of the utterances at- 
tributed in cable dispatches to the Colom- 
bian Consul General at London, ascribing 
invidious motives to the United States Gov- 
ernment in connection with the Panama 
Canal project. It is said at the depart- 
ment that, while there would be precedent 
for complaining of the action of Columbian 
officials located in the United States, it is 
not at all clear that a complaint could be 
lodged against a Colombian official in an- 
other country. The department also calls 
attention to the fact that the alleged ut- 
terances are unofficial, which will serve 
to excuse it for any lack of action in this 
case, 

The statements objected to have already 
found currency in American newspapers, 
though never in such definite form as this, 
and some of them,,such as that the United 
States Government is fomenting a revo- 
lution of the insular provinces of Colom- 
bia, have been explicitly denied. Touching 
the broad statement that the United States 
Government intends to maintain as much 
title to right of way across the [sthmus as 
it has already acquired. through negotla- 
tions with Minister Herran, it is believed 
that this is-quite correct; though there will 
be no assertion on this point until the Co- 


lombian Congress has acted on the pending 
treaty. 


ANXIETY IN THE ISTHMUS. 


Latest Dispatches Tell of Continued 
Hostility at Bogota to Canal Treaty. 


COLON, Colombia, June 30.—Intense 
anxiety prevails throughout the isthmus re- 
garding the chances of ratification of the 
Panama Canal treaty by the Colombian 
Congress, which was to hold secret sessions 


from June 25. The latest telegram received 
here from Bogota, dated June 24, said 
there was still much hostility toward the 
treaty. Dispatches from Bogota are sub- 
ject to several days’ delay. 

The only representative in Congress from 
the Panama Isthmus who is unfavorable to 
the treaty is Sefior Teran, the representa- 
tive for Colon. 


EXPELLED FROM VENEZUELA. 


President Castro Takes Radical Action 
Against a French Claimant. 


PARIS, June 30.—Advices have been re- 
sceived here from Caracas, giving particulars 
of the expulsion from Venezuela of a 
Frenchman named de Vialerigo, a leading 
figure in the foreign colony at Caracas, 
who, in accordance with the protocols, 
brought a claim for $6,000 damages against 
the Government for being imprisoned for 
two months without any reason being al- 
leged. The official press, by order of the 
Government,’ published violent attacks on 
him and on an American citizen named 
Olcott, and on the eve of the case going 


before the mixed tribunal de Vialerigo re- 
ceived an order of expulsion. 

M. Wienér, the French Minister at Car- 
acas, saw President Castro and induced him 
to suspend the decree, but President Castro 
asked de Vialerigo to withdraw his claim. 
This request was refused,.and the decree of 
expulsion was then carriéd out. : 

“his incident is said to have created con-’ 
siderable stir among the serena colony in 
Caracas, as it is feared that it implies a 
poliey of intimidation of foreign claimants 
and that the Venezuelan Government is 
seeking to avoid the consequences of the 
agreement signed in Washington.

Throughout the central valleys, lake region, 
Atlantic Coast districts, and the northern portion 
of the Southern States the week has been de- 
cidedly cool, and the Atlantic Coast and East 
Guif districts have suffered from continuous 
rains, While too cool for rapid growth, crops 
have made favorable advancement in the central 
where the general absence of heavy 
rains has been favorable cultivation. and 
harvesting. Warmth and sunshine are greatly 
needed in the Atlantic Coast and Eagt Gulf dis- 
tricts. Drought conditions in South Dakota 
have been largely relieved, but continue wi 
damaging effects in North Dakota and Northe 
Minnesota. Rain is needed in the central por- 
tion of Washington, while work has been inter- 
rupted by rains in Western Oregon; elsewhere on 
the Pacific Coast the conditions have been gen- 
erally favorable. 

Further improvement in the condition of corn 
is generally reported, and while the crop con- 
tinues late, it is making good growth over the 
western portion of the corn belt, the condition of 
the crop in Iowa now closely approximating the 
average. In the Middle Atlantic States corn has 
made slow. growth, is very backward, and much 
in need of cultivation. 

me over local areas the weather conditions 
have been very favorable for Winter wheat 
harvest in the central valleys, but this work has 


valleys, 


been interrupted by rains in the Middle Atlantic 
States. A marked improvement in the condition 
of Winter wheat is reported from New York and 
Michigan, and the crop is rapidly 
in good condition in Nebraska. ~ 

In North Dakota there has been a decided de- 
terioration in the‘ condition of Spring wheat, 
as a result of drought, which has also proved 
damaging in portions of South Dakota and North- 
ern Minnesota. Generally, however, in South 
Dakota and on uplands in Southern Minnesota 
the crop is in thrifty condition, and it continues 
promising in Wisconsim Towa, and Nebraska, A 
decid: verment is reported from Washing- 
ton d Oregon, except in Central Washington, 
where drought is causing injury. 

Except in North ota and portions of South 
Dakota, Minnesota, and the Upper Ohio Valley, 
the oat crop has made very favorable advance- 

Harvesting is in progress as far north 
as Southern Missouri. 

The condition of cotton is very generally tm- 
proved. throughout the belt, but continues late 
and. is suffering for cultivation in the eastern 
districts, where low night temperatures have 
checked growth. Lice and rust have caused 
injiry in North Carolina and Missouri, and in 
Texas boli weevil are spreading and are more 
njurious, The crop is also suffering for cultiva- 
tion in portions of Loutsiana Central. and 
Northern. Texas. Sunshine an t are gen. 
erally needed, especially in the central and 
eastern districts, - 


In the tobacco districts the weather conditions 
have been very favorable for this crop. which, 
however, is in need of cultivation in Maryland.

THE WEATHER. 


WASHINGTON, June 30.—In the Middle At- 
lantic States the month Of June just closed was 
remarkable for its abnormally low temperature, 
excessive cloudiness, and large number of rainy 
days. At Washington, where the conditions 
may be assumed as fairly representative of those 
that obtained over the remainder of the district 
above mentioned, the mean temperature for the 
month was 67 degrees, 6 degrees below. the 
average for the season, and 2 degrees below 
the previous low record of 1878. Rain fell on 
nineteen days, although the total amount of 
rainfall was four-tenths of an inch below the 
normal amotnt of four inches. 

Warm weather was general to-day, except in 
New England, the northern upper lake region, 
and on the Pacific Coast, and there Have been 
showers and thunderstorms from the upper lake 
region westward into Montana. There w 
also local showers in New England, the Middle 
Atlantic States, Eastern Florida, and on the 


West Gulf coast. 

There will be showers Wednesday in Minne- 
sota, Eastern’ South Dakota, the Missouri and 
Upver Mississippi Valleys, the lake region, and 
the West Gulf States, and showers Thursday in 
the Ohio and Upper Mississippi Valleys and from 
the lake region eastward. In the South and ex~ 
treme West the weather will be fair. It will be 
warmer Wednesday in the Middle Atlantic States 
and New England, and warmer Thursday in the 
northern slope. Elsewhere temperatures will 
change but little, although they will fail tem- 
porarily where showers are indicated. 

On the New England Coast winds will be fresh 
and mostly southwest; on the Middle and uth 
Atlantic Coast, light to fresh south to south- 
west; on the Guif Coast, light to fresh southeast 
to south; on the upper lakes, variable, probably 
thundersqualls, and on the lower lakes, fresh to 
brisk and mostly southwest, probably occasional 
thundersqualls,

MARION WINS SECOND RACE, 


Defeats the Yacht Alert by Time Al- 
lowance in Second Series for the 
Manhasset Challenge Cup. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PORT WASHINGTON, N. Y., June 30.— 
The second race for the Manhasset Chal- 
lenge Cup was sailed to-day over a tri- 
angular course, the starting line being off 
the northeast Execution Rock buoy. The 
first leg was east southeast three and 
three-eighths miles, to and around the 
Larchmont buoy off Red Spring Point, 


thencé north-northwest, three and one-half 
miles, to and ayound the red buoy off 
Scotch Caps, thence two and three-quarter 
miles to the starting line, a total of nine 
and five-eighths miles. This course was 
covered twice. The weather conditions 
were in marked contrast to the day pre- 
vious; there being a fairly steady south- 
west breeze and but little sea. Toward the 
end of the second round the wind dropped 
perceptibly and the boats made siow time 
on the beat back to the finish. 

The preparatery signal was given at 2:00 
P. M. The boats finished the first round 
in the follow! order; Alert, Oiseau, a 
mogsa, Flosshiide, Enpronzi, Marion, Bob- 
tail and Bagherra. 

Alert increased her lead considerably on 
the first two legs of the secorid round, and 
was followed around the Scoteh Caps buoy 
by the other boats in the following order: 
Oiseau, Mimosa, Flosshilde, Marion, Bob- 
tail, Bagherra and Enpronai, On the wind- 
ward leg home to the finish Alert, Bagher- 
ra, Marion and Enpronazai stood over to the 
Long Island shore and made a big gain, 
the other four boats toward the New York 
shore being nearly becalmed. Although 
Alert crossed the line 1:01 ahead of Marion, 
the latter boat gets the race on corrected 
time.

ROWING BREACH WIDENS. 


Local Oarsmen Will Not Compete in 
“American Henley” Regatta. 


Ata ‘meeting of the Regatta Committee 
of the Harlem Regatta Association, held at 
the Pabst on West One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Street last night, the matter 
of the rejection. of the entries of certain 
of the Harlem River oarsmen by the Board 


of Stewards of the American Rowing As- 
sociation, which will conduct the ‘ Amer- 
ican Henley” regatta at Philadelphia to- 
morrow, was again considered and decisive 
action taken, in consequence of which the 
local rowing clubs will take no part in the 
regattas of the American Association. 

Secretary Cornell of the Harlem Regatta 
Association stated that, following the 
meeting held last week, at which it was 
decided to take no part in the “ Amer- 
ican Henley’ unless an explanation of the 
rejection of the local entries was received, 
he had sent a telegram to W. I, Forbes 
Secretary of the Board of Stewards of 
the American Rowing Association, embody- 
ing the sentiment of the meeting, to which 
no reply was received. A letter was also 
sent, to which a reply was received from 
W. P. Henderson of the Union Boat Club 
of Boston, Secretary of the American Row- 
ing Association, stating that as far as he 
kne no official action had been taken 
upon the entries of the New York oars- 
men, and that they had not been rejected, 
He added that a meeting would be held 
to-night in Philadelphia at which the mat- 
ter would be considered. 

In view of the fact that the entries had 
been returned to the local clubs more than a 
week ago, Mr. Henderson’s letter was not 
seriously considered by the delegates at last 
night’s meeting, and after a brief discussion 
action was taken as stated, The only entry 
secenved from a local club was that of D. 
A. Clary of the Nassau Boat Club in the 
senior singles, and the delegate from the 
Nassau Boat Club stated at last night’s 
meeting that this entry would be at once 
withdrawn. 

The committee voted to hold a closed re- 
gatta on Sept. 19, the list of events to be 
selected at a future meeting.

SPEAKER CANNONS FINANCIAL 
VETO. — 

According to The Tribune Mr. CANNON 
of Illinois, who in all human probability 
will be the Speaker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives in the next Congress, has 
declared that there shall be no currency 
legislation in the next session. He is 
reported even to go so far as to say that 
none shall have ea hearing. 

It is hardly worth while to discuss the 
motives of this alleged determination on 
his part. He is President of a National 
bank in Tilinois, and he has reached the 
conclusion that no greatersfacilities for 
the issue of currency, and no change in 
the present system of issue, are neces- 
sary or desirable. Ali that is needed is 
that the banks of this city stop lending 
the reserves of the country banks on de- 
mand, and there will be plenty of 
money of a kind that cannot be im- 
proved. To which all that need be said 
is that Mr. Cannon is singularly blind 
to the interests of the people of his own 
section, to whom an elastic currency, ex- 
panding and contracting in résponse to 
the legitimate requirements of the com- 
munity, would be far more advantageous 
than to any other class of the population. 

Apart, however, from the soundness or 
shallowness of the venerable Illinoisan’s 
financial theories, his assumption of the 
right to dictate when the House shall or 
shall not act or even consider legislation 
is an impudent end outrageous usurpa- 
tion, to which we do not believe that 
the House will for a moment submit. 
It is undoubtedly true that a Speaker, 
once chosen and his committees selected, 
has @ great deal of power which in the- 
ory he may use arbitrarily. But in act- 
ual practice his power is really limited 
by the sentiment of the House, which 
has toe be consulted before the commit- 
tees are named. In the last Congress a 
very excellent Currency bill was framed 
and acted on, after laborious and care- 
ful study by the Committee on Banking 
and Currency. Does Mr. Cannon think 
that a House which trusted its commit- 
tee last year twill throw it over next year 
to suit hig whims as to the most im- 
portant matter likely to come before it? 
If so, -he ig likely to be rudely unde- 
ceived. 


CAUSE AND EFFECT. 


The uncle of the Czar, the Grand Duke 
Vuiapimir, has communicated his views 
of the Kishineff massacres and of the 
persecution of the Jews in. Russia to a 
correspondent of our neighbor The World 
at Homburg. The Grand Duke Viapimir 
does not speak, of course, with official 
authority. What he says is to be accept- 
ed only as an expression of the views of a 
very intelligent Russian. He fairly rep- 
resents, we presume, Russian public 
opinion in the aristocratic circle. We 
quote from The World’s report of the in- 
terview: 

But first I would like you to explain to 
me the origin of the prejudice which exists 
in your country between the white and 
the black races—a prejudice which I know 
has existed since the beginning of the 
American State and is in existence to-day. 

Or, similarly, can you account to me for 
the prejudice existing between the Irish 
and the English Catholics and Protestants? 

It is impossible to do. The causes of 
racial prejudice are far too remote, too 
humerous, too complicate, 

This is precisely the question with which 
we are confronted in Russia to-day. It 
is impossible to give all the causes which 
haye contributed for centuries to produce 
the racial haired against the Jews, which 


thas been especially strong since the ti 
of PETER the Great. . 


The Grand Duke’s reasoning is alto- 


gether unsound. There is no analogy, or 
very little, between an undiscriminating 
attack upon hundreds of Jews in Kishi- 
neff and the lynching of a black man here 
@nd there in America. In both cases a 
spirit of lawlessness is exhibited. That 
is as far as the comparison extends. 


There may be, there is, in certain States 
of the American Union a prejudice 
against the black race. But lynchings 
are a manifestation, not of a prejudice 
against a race, but of the desire to exe- 
cute vengeance upon an individual for a 
specific offense. The lynchers forestall 
the law which in due course would pun- 
ish the offense. Against the individual 
victims of the Kishineff massacre no of- 
fense was alleged. They had been guilty 


of no act involving a legal penalty. The 
motive of the attack was plainly race 
hatred. Its victims were guilty of being

they belong to the Jewish race. Mani- 
festly the Russian Government should 
concern itself not with the causes of 
this race prejudice, but with measures to 
restrain its bloody manifestations. The 
attempt to compare the barbarities of 


Kishineff with altogether dissimilar acts | 


of lawlessness in other countries is a 
pretty poor apology. It creates an un- 
Pleasant impression as to Russian senti- 
ment im high circles. The Grand Duke 
expressly disclaims any wish to ‘“ con- 
done the apathy of the civil authorities” 
in Kishineff. But he does not ‘dwell long 
upon that point. Indeed, the impression 
to be drawn from his utterances is that 
instead of condemning the massacre he 
is seeking rather to explain it in a way 
to present a colorable justification, 


“INTRIGUE” IN COLOMBIA. 

The Consul Genefal of Colombia at 
London is a reckless talker. He speaks 
of “ American pressure and intrigue” in 
favor of the ratification of the Hay-Her- 
ran canal treaty by his Government, He 
says that “for many months American 
agents have been inculcating a spirit of 
revolt against Colombian control into the 
minds of the people of Panama, and to- 
day the people are ready to rise when 
called to do so by the American agita- 
tors and proclaim their independence. 
This will be done if Gen. Reyes, the Vice 
President of the republic, is successful 
in inducing Colombia to refuse to sell.” 

Our only interest in these utterances 
is to know whether they may be ac- 
cepted as reflecting the views of the 
Colombian people and their Government. 
There may be evidence known to the 
Consul General of “ American pressure 
and intrigue” in Colombia, but if so, it 
must be against the treaty and against 
the canal. There has been pressure and 
intrigue of that nature in this country, 
a good deal of it.. It would not be at all 
surprising if the present state of uncer- 
tainty as to the fate of the treaty were 
in a large measure due to the influence 
in Colombia of American enemies of an 
Isthmian canal—not merely of a Panama 
Canal, but of any canal. The only Amer- 
ican “ pressure” in favor of the canal 
would be that exerted by our own Gov- 
ernment, and the Government of the 
United States does not resort to “ in- 
trigue’”’ or to any form of pressure save 
that which it might honorably and legit- 
imately, through public or official chan- 
nels, bring to bear in support of an un- 
dertaking which it believes to be for the 
mutual interest of Colémbia and the 
United States. If matters come to such 
a pass where the treaty could be rati- 
fied only by forbidden methods of in- 
trigue, our Government will abandon the 
Panama route altogether and begin ne- 
gotiations with Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica. It is required by law to adopt 
that course should it be unable to make 
satisfactory treaty arrangements with 
Colombia. 

We should say, however, that this 
Consul General's language would be 
brought to the attention of his own 
Government with consequences possibly 
unpleasant for himself. When he says 
that Gen. Reyes, the Vice President of 
Colombia, who is\ an open and earnest 
opponent of the treaty, “has sufficient 
arms and men to proclaim a revolution 
and unseat President MARROQUIN,” he 
may be within the bounds of truth, buf 
he is certainly beyond the line of dan- 
ger. A Consul General who is so deep 
in the confidence of the domestic ene- 
mies of his Government as to be able to 
predict their success in a revolutionary 
uprising is plainly in a position where 
he has need to take thought about the 
safety of his official head. He might 
even incur a yet more unpleasant pen- 
alty for his indiscretion,

THE FULLER ARBITRATION PLAN. 

The plan proposed by the George A. 
Fuller Company for. the settlement of 
the differences that have arisen with its 
employés and for the avoidance of 
strikes and lock-outs in the future is ex- 
tremely simple, and.if observed in good 
faith on both sides holds out substantial 
promise of mutual advantage and se- 


curity. 
So far as the unions are concerned, 


they get from the employing company 
the pledge to employ union men exclu- 
sively, upon such work as the members 
of the unions generally perform, and the 
further pledge on the part of the com- 
pany that no sub-contractor under it 
shall employ non-union men upon con- 
struction work undertaken by the sub- 
contractor for the company. On the 
other hand, the unions pledge them- 


selves that they will make no agreement 
to work for others in any, line of work 


to the exclusion of the company. This 
unquestionably places the unions on as 


favorable a footing as they could rea- 


sonably demand. In a certain degree it 
Places the company practically in the 
hands of the unions, and it myst be in- 


ferred that the company Was amply as- 


sured that it could'rely on the unions 
for an adequate suvply of sufficiently

This confidence is based, 
its. experience, and on the terms of the 


agreement of which the above mutual 


stipuldtions are a part, 

This agreement contemplates the com- 
plete avdidance of strikes on the one 
hand and of lock-outs on the other dur- 
ing the time it remains in force. It spe- 
cifically provides that in case of differ- 
ences between the company and the 
unions or members of unions that are 
not settled by negotiation, either party, 
by its representatives, may demand that 
the same be submiitted to a Board of 
Arbitration, and pending a decision of 
such board there shall be neither a 
strike nor @ lock-out, but work shall pro- 
ceed as if no controversy were pending. 
This Arbitration Board is to be com- 
posed of two persons named by the com- 
pany, neither of whom shall be an offi- 
cer, employé, or stockholder of the com- 
pany, and two persons named by the 
union, not members of the union, and 
these four shall choose an umpire, The 
decision when made shall be binding on 
the company and the union. In any con- 
troversy between two unions, it shall be 
referred to the central body, if any, of 
which both are members, and if there 
be none, it shall be referred to an Arbi- 
tration Board named by the two unions, 
with power to choose an umpire. The 
decision in éither case is final. 

The essential feature of this plan is the 
absolute equality of the two parties to 
the agreement, The employing corpora- 
tion and the organization of the em- 
ployed assume the same obligations. 
Both agree to settle all differences that 
cannot be settled by negotiation through 
an Arbitration Board on which they are 
equally represented. That agreement 
must, in the nature of their relations, be 
a powerful inducement to get along 
without differences if possible, to ex- 
haust all the resoufces of negotiation, 
before resorting to arbitration. The 
natural comment of those who are in- 
clined to criticise the unions will be that 
the employing corporation is essentially 
more responsible than the various vol- 
untary and unincorporated labor unions 
with which it undertakes to deal. That 
point necessarily has been considered by 
the employing company, and obviously it 
has the greatest possible interest in 
judging accurately of its importance. If 
the arrangement works well, as the Ful- 
ler Company must think that it will, it 
will produce a situation of great signifi- 
cance in the relations df organized labor 
to employers in certain lines of occupa- 
tion, 


DOMESTICITY (LIMITED.) 


The movement lately started in London 
by Col. Kenny-Hersert for the simpli- 
fication of domestic problems for those 
who live in apartments has taken a new 
development. That gentleman’s first idea 
was the not very novel one of dispensing 
with private kitchens and distributing 
meals from central station’, the customer 
being relieved of all trouble in connec- 
tion with his meals sate that of eating 
them. The idea was extremely attract- 
ive, considered in the abstract, and has 
met with much favor in discussion. It is 
now about to be put to the test of ex- 
periment, with many amplifications, in 
St. James's Court, a stately block of 
modern “flats” in the heart of West- 
minster, within a few yards of Bucking- 
ham Gate. The tenant having chosen his 
apartments may elect to provide his own 
servants, of he may avail himself of the 
offer of the incorporated landlord to 
furnish menservants and maidservants 
to order. If the latter, he is given a 
tariff of charges showing at what prices 
the corporation is prepared to furnish 
chambermaids, waitresses, valets, and 
whatever else is needed for a complete 
establishment. Knowing the number of 
rooms in his suite and the number of 
persons in his family, the rest is a mat- 
ter of simple arithmetic, Further, he 
knows just what his daily breakfast, 
luncheon, and dinner will cost him. His 
meal may be as, frugal or as sumptuous 
as he may elect. All that is necessary is 
to notify the house steward and it comes 
up from somewhere in the basement on 
the tick of the prescribed minute. The 
house steward has also sundry duties 
which belong to him ex offiaio, and 
which he does not need to be called upon 
to perform. He is responsible for the 
lighting and maintenance of the fires, 
the cleaning of boots, and the safety of 
the plate basket. He has full authority 
over the servants, is commander in chief 
of the laundry, is generalissimo of the 
kitchen, and is generally supreme. In a 
word, he is the American apartment 
house janitor raised to the n-th power. 
If everything goes smoothly the arrange- 
ment is an ideal one; if it does not—well, 
there is some advantage in knowing 
upon whom rests undivided responsibil- 
ity. 

There are places in this country where 
one may live—if he can afford it—and 
enjoy the comforts of a home on the Do- 
mesticity (Lim.) plan, but somehow they 
do not convey the impression of confer- 
ring unmitigated happiness, so to say, 
upon those who dwell therein. It may be 
that the disciplinary value of having to 
accommodate one’s self to the vagaries 
of servants, to eat what one does not like 
lest the cook should leave, and to pay 
tribute in homage and currency to the 
janitor, 4s needed for the development of 
character. It is not well to have things 
too easy in this life. Domesticity which 
may be ordered from @ price card does 


not appear to tend powerfully in the di- 


rection of the upbuilding of the family 
relation, and still less to the conservation 
of one’s bank balance. It would appear, 
however, that life might be made a good 


deal easier for the dweller in a city than 


it commonly is, and that a great many 
things the doing of which on the basis of

FIVE YEARS FOR “IMPUDENCE.” 

Every reader of the account in yes- 
terday’s papers of how Judge Aspi- 
NALL inereassu the sentence of a bur- 
glar, by two successive raises, from 
four years to nine, must, it is to be sup- 
posed, have been startled and shocked. 
It seems that, after he had been sen- 
tenced, the convict muttered some pro- 
fane abuse of the Judge which the Judge 
himself did not hear, but which was re- 
ported to him by a court officer. Upon 
this the prisoner was recalled to have two 
years added to his sentence, After he 
had been removed from court he at- 
tempted to break loose and to assault a 
bystander, with more profane abuse of 
the Judge. For this he was taken back to 
court and three years were added to his 
sentence. 

Presumably the first sentence repre- 
sented the Judge's view of the gravity 
of the offense of which the prisoner had 
been convicted. By the successive out- 
breaks of temper of the prisoner that 
sentence was more than doubled, That is 
to say, he got four years for burglary 
and five years for impudence. Impudence 
is not a legal offense. Contempt of court 
undeubtedly is. Petty magistrates not 
infrequently increase the sentences of of- 
fenders who add it to their original of- 
fense. But as this case is reported it is 
extremely doubtful whether the prisoner 
committed contempt of court in the first 
instance, and quite certain that he did 
not in the second. For his first eDulli- 
tion was inaudible to the Judge and the 
second did not even occur in court. Evi- 
dently contempt of court must be com- 
mitted in the presence of the court. It 
consists in openly and defiantly con- 
temptuous treatment of a Judge. Mut- 
terings which the Judge does not hear 
can hardly, come within this category. 
And certainly abuse of a Judge outside 
of his courtroom does not. The late Mar- 
Tin Grover declared it the inalienable 
privilege of a lawyer who did not feel 
quite like taking an appeal to avail him- 
self of the alternative remedy of “ going 
down to the tavern and swearing at the 
Judge.” And, assuming the additional 
sentences to have been imposed by way 
of punishment for contempt of court, 
who ever heard of anybody ever recelv- 
ing a sentence of five years for con- 
tempt of court, unless it were a contin- 
uing contempt, of which the offender 
might at any time purge himself? 

Judge ASPINALL has vouchsafed an ex- 
planation of his action. But we do not 
see that the explanation puts any better 
face upon it. When he says that he 
“spoke without passion or any exhibition 
of feeling” the presumption that he de- 
ceives himself is very strong, seeing that 
his action so strongly indicated “ pas- 
sion” and “ feeling.” In fact, it is often 
difficult for a Judge to distinguish be- 
tween the expression of his personal irri- 
tation and his vindication of the dignity 
of his place. We know not what view an 
appellate court might take of Judge 
ASPINALL’s course in this case, but if he 
thinks that his vindictive action is cal- 
culated to vindicate the dignity of his 
court or to increase the public respect 
for the administration of justice we 
think he has that opinion to himself. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——We did not say as “ Justicia,”’ in the 
letter published yesterday, asserted, that 
“{t is incredible that the rowing ability of 
the student body of Cornell is any better 
naturally than that of any other college.” 
What we did say was that the difference 
could not be as great asthe result of the 
Poughkeepsie race seemed to indicate—a 
statement very unlike the one ascribed to 
us, and we hope much more sensible. We 
think, too, that “Justicia ’’ was equally far 
astray when he credited Cornell's victories, 
not to Mr. Courtney's remarkable skill as 
a trainer of oarsmen, but to the quality of 
the material upon which he works—that is, 
young men accustomed to manual labor. So 
far as we know, such material is not par- 
ticularly abundant at Cornell, and we have 
our doubts as to whether it would be par- 
ticularly valuable for the making of oars- 
men, there or anywhere ele. The entrance 
requirements at Ithaca are satisfactorily 
high, and boys of the age of those who 
rowed for Cornell cannot have done any 
great amount of work with their hands, 
though, possibly enough, such work as 
they have accomplished was more usefully 
directed than that of the boys in: one or 
two other colleges that might be men- 
tioned. The idea, however, that they are a 
class apart from m students of Yale, or 
even of Harvard, is all nonsense, and decid- 
edly snobbish nonsense at that. And before 
« Justicia '' reaches a conclusion as to Mr. 
CourTNEY’s ability, it might be well for 
him to note the curious fact that the trainer, 
having this year a crew of unusual weight 
to deal with, devised and taught them a 
wholly new stroke, specially and exquis- 
{tely adapted to their physical peculiarities 
and utilizing every ounce of their Strength 
to the very best advantage. Herein lies 
the explanation of the fact that Cornell 
rowed this year a slower stroke than was 
ever used in such a face beforé—which 
everybody saw—and also of the fact that it 
was a different sttoke from those of all 
other Courtney crews—which -not quite 
everybody had eyes’sharp enough to notice. 
In reality, there is no such thing as a 
“Courtney stroke,’”” except as the term 
may be applied to a single crew, and it ts 


in this intelligent adaptability of varying 
means to the one end of winning boat races 
that Mr. CovatNfty excels all other train- 


ers and rises into the domain of actual 
genius.

WASHINGTON, June 30.—An interesting 
phase of the Post Office investigation 
occurs in the plan to employ the new Bu- 
reau of Corporations to ascertain who are 
the stockholders of the General Manifold 
Company of Franklin, Penn. There was 
an extended conferetice to-day between the 
Postmaster General, Mr. Bristow, and Mr. 
James R. Garfield, the Commissioner of the 
Bureau of Corporations, and the jurisdic- 
tion of the bureau under the law creating 
the Départment of Commerce was thor- 
oughly discussed. 

The new bureau enters on its full duties 
and power to-morrow with the beginning 
of the fiscal year. Up to this time there 
has beén no attempt to require of any cor- 

oration information as to its business or 
tts management. It is not known whether 
the bureau will receive the acquiescent 
compliance from corporations that seems 
to be necessary in order to establish the 
complete success of the bureau as a re- 
straint on trusts and combinations in trade. 

Further than this, there is doubt as to 
the validity of an inquiry which is ayeweey 
intended not for the purposes for whic 
the bureau was created under the law, but 
for the oa Peed of detecting criminal con- 
duct, e law gives the Bureau of Cor- 
porations the same powers as to witnesses 
now enjoyed by the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission.

There were not many such price 
changes among the active properties, 
but Steel preferred rose 2\%,,to a parity 
with the 5s, which were taken from 82% 
to 83, and closed at 82%.

It is an amusing per- 
former, and gives outsiders a run for the 
money they are likely to drop if they 
meddle with it. Last year this acrobatic 
insecurity leaped from 95 to 199 and 
back to 120—all within a month. For 
those who like that sort of thing yester- 
day’s warming-up heat may be attract- 
ive, but nobody can have fair ground of 
complaint if they are dissatisfied with 
either its rise or its fall. It will not do 
to explain again this year that its price 
vagaries are accidental, due to a failure 
to put in one-half of a .wash-sale ofder, 
It might not be overlooked again, if the 
entire list should once more suffer from 
fluctuations disturbing properties man- 
aged with more reference to financial 
conventions. There were other price 
changes which might be commented én 
in similar vein. It is not a good sign, as 
it shows vitality of a bad spirit. Noth- 
ing could be more prejudicial te revival . 
of confidence than leading out the- old 
hacks to inveigle the unwary and those 
of short memories. 

The movement retained strength 
enough to ignore the flurry in money, 
and the closing was strong, if not at the 
best for all The appointment of a re- 
ceivership for the Shipbuilding Trust 
was not a disturbing factor, but rather 
the contrary. It was argued that com- 
binations of the sort are properly for 
better or worse of all concerned, and not 
for the certain profit of any. element of 
the combination at the loss of any other. 
Such alterations of status involve so 
many third parties, and innocent parties, 
that, once entered into, their managers 
should understand they must maintain 
solvency upon peril of judicial over- 
sight. Railway mortgage holders at one 
time weakly waived their rights, but it 
worked well when foreclosure was more 
stringently insisted upon, It encouraged 
others against defaults; and receiver- 
ships may encourage others not to lapse 
into insolvency for the sake: of profits 
able reorganizations.

FEATURES OF 5 OF THE MARKET. 


The furthér strenéth ih yesterday’s mar- 
ket was on a continuation of the same kind 
of buying that had appearéd on the day 
previous, while in addition there were evi- 
dences that some Gf the Jesser shorts’ at 
least were disposed not to stand any fur- 
ther updn the order of their retiring, but 
to retire without ado and with as little 
finafcial loss as possible. There was no 
evidence, however, that thé so-called “big’’ 
shorts were concernéd ove: their position. 
Instead, there were signs that these people 


were putting out a further line of stock 
on the advance, some of them openly) de- 
claring that they did not believe that the 
gains would hold. 


Believers in the market, on the other 
hand, at the conclusion of business were no 
less positive in their expressions that the 
market had behaved splendidly during the 
cay, and that it. gave promise of doing 
much better in the riear future. These in- 
terests pointed out that om several occa- 
sions, and notably when call- money rose 
to 10 per cent., the bears had endeavored 
to depress prices; but that each time the 
effort was without lasting success. Frac- 
tional reactions only were induced, and 
then the market lapsed into duliness, indi- 
cating that little or no long stock was be- 


ing forced out. In the morning a drive 
Was made against prices, following the an- 
nouncement of the receivership decision in 
the United States Shipbuilding Company's 
case, but it emer f created a -ripple of 
excitement—this partly because the decision 
had been expected and partly because it 
was recognized that the troubles of the 
company were peculiar to itself and were 
not sed On unsound general conditions.

HEAVY JULY. DISBURSEMENTS. 


According to The Daily Stockholder the 
disbursements for July have been exceeded 
only by those of the corresponding month 
in 1901, when, as will be recalled, the divi- 
dend on United States Steel preferred was 
included. Interest is payable to-day on 
bonds having a par value of $8,586,792,863, 
calling for $75,370,053, against $71,264,533 
last year, $69,333,439 in 1901, $66,949,326 in 
1900, and $61,307,137 in 1899. Dividends have 
been declared .and afeé payable on stocks 
having: a par value-~of $1,563,232,749, the 
amount of such dividends being $40,551,143, 
against $53,816,044 last year, $38,611,252 in 
1900, and $33,017,578 in i809. 

The Government will pay out for inter- 
est about $4,500,000 and for pension pay-

For two hours yesterday afternoon John 
~WMleming of Brown & Fleming, who had 
dealings with the Van Wyck Dock Board, 
Was on the witness stand before Justice 
Mayer at the “‘ John Doe” inquiry into. the 
methods of the Tammany Commissioners. 
Both District Attorney Jerome and Assist- 
ant Distriet Attorney Marshall B. Clarke, 
who has been conducting the investigation, 
were in attendance. When Mr, Fleming 
emerged from the room he was mopping 
the perspiration from his forehead and ex- 
claimed: 

“ Well, I am still alive!” 

“We-have had our suspicions aroused,” 
said Mr. Jerome afterward, *‘ regarding the 
lease of the pier at West Twenty-ninth 
Btreet, which was granted to Joseph Egan 
by the. old Dock Board for $750 a year at 
the ‘time it was wanted by the Erie Rail- 
road. Mr. Egan, you will member, de- 
clined to testify regarding the lease on the 
ground that it would incriminate and de- 
grade him. We have now learned that Mr. 
Fleming is the proprietor of the lease and 
that he is paying the rental. Mr. Egan de- 
clined to testify on the:advice of ex-State 
Senater Thomas O’Sullivan,: who was “iso 
the counsel for Mr. Fleming. Ra 

“It is also inferred that several ioads of 
broken stone were delivered by Brown & 
Mieming at the country. places of ex-Com- 

F.. Meyer, Croker’s good 
friend Lawrence Delmour, a statesman 
named Mulvaney, and others with political 
affiliations, at Mamaroneck and City Isl- 
and, which were of a testimonial character. 
Mr. Fleming says the stone was paid for 
in cash, but no entry has been found on 
the books, although Mr. Fleming declares 
he instructed his bookkeeper to enter the 
payments.”’ 

Mr. Fleming was accompanied by his 
counsel, L. Laflin Kellogg, but Mr. Kellogg 
was not allowed to enter the hearitig room. 
After Mr. Fieming had emerged and his 
counsel had joined him the lawyer made 
the following statement: 

“We know of nothing that reflects on 
the old Dock Board. We have received no 
favors from that department outside of

“T think there are some Colonels in this 
town who will be giad to deny that they 
réceived this letter,” said Mr. Jerome with 
a smile. 

The District Attorney admitted that he 
knew the name of the man to whom the 
letter had been addressed, but declined to 
make it. public.

When 
the “John Doe” proceeding began James 
McDermott, who says he is the inventor of 
the “ reversibie steel-clad broom,”’ turned 
wp at the Criminal Courts Building with 
the Kidney subpoena in his hand. r. Mc- 
Dermott declared he had seen Mr. Kidney 
only once, a year ago, when he was intro- 
duced to him as a man who had putemoney 
into the broom~enterprise, and. that he 
could not recognize him if he saw him 
again. : 

William H. Burke, who was Secretary of 
the Van Wyck board, was present, but was 
excused until to-morrow. Mr. Burke de- 
nied that there were any erasures_on any 
of the contracts in the old Dock Depart- 
ment. The contracts, he said, were all 
printed and only the signatures of the Com- 
missioners appeared in writing. 


GILMAN ESTATE CASE SETTLED. 


New Tea Corporation Formed in Which 
Chief Litigants Are Included. 


Judge Lacombe entered a decree in the 
United States Circuit Court yesterday which 
brings to an end the long dispute over 
the estate of George F. Gilman, the mil- 
lionaire tea merchant, who died in Black 
Rock, Conn., in March, 1901. The decree 
affected a compromise with the contest- 
ing parties, and in pursuance all assets 
in the 198 stores of the estate, scattered 
over twenty-eight States, were transferred 
to the new’corporation, known as the Great 
Atiantic and Pacific Tea Company, the 
stock of which consists of 700,000 shares 
of common and 1,400,000 preferred at 6 per 
cent. oe 

The claim of George F. Hartford, mana- 
ge: of the immense business, who alleged 
that Gilman had an oral agreement with 
him making him a partner in the business, 
was disposed of by giving him all the 
common stock and 150,000 shares of the 
preferred, The rest, consisting of 1,250,000 
shares, goes to the administrators, E. L. 
Norton, nephew of .the late millionaire, 
and Theophilus Gilman, his half-brother. 

Mr. Gilman’s business. was carried on 
under the name of the Great Atlantic and 
Pacific Tea Company, but it was not in- 


corporated. A year and a half ago the 
administrators had a company of the same 
name incorporated, but this did not really 
exist until last Saturday, when the trans- 
fer of the stock was made. , 

In the proceedings of the United States 
District Court yesterday mention was made 
of the claim of Mrs. Helen Potts Hall, whose 
ease attracted so-much attention some time 
ego. She held that Gilman had’ made an 
agreement with her by which she was to 
beeome his adopted daughter and sole heir,

CIRCLE IMPROVEMENT PLANS. 


Projected Changes in Trolley Tracks 
Approved by the Local Board. 


Plans for the improvement of the Park 
Circle, at Eighth Avenue, Fifty-ninth 
Street, and Central Park West, were ap- 
proved yesterday at a meeting of the Mur- 
ray Hill and Hudson Local Boards of Im- 
provement, These plans were submitted 
by the Municipal Art Society for the al- 
teration of the trolley tracks at that point, 
where they round the Golumbus @{atue. 
They provide for the erection of eigi{ shel- 
ter platforms in the circle surrounding the 
monument, so that the north and south 
bound cars will load and discharge their 
passengers on one, side,.and the east and 
west bound cars load and discharge from 
‘the other side. This, it is believed, will 


provide adéquate relief for the congestion 
at this point. 

The estimated cost of the improvement is 
$50,000, and it now remains for the Board 
of Estimate to grant its approval and de- 
cide whether the city shali assume the en- 
tire expense or compel the Interurban Rail- 
way Company to aid in the work. 

Later, at the meeting of the Corlears 
Hook Board, it was decided that the.city 
should expend $150,000 to open a street 
at the west side of Corlears Hook Park, 
so that a view of the East River can be 
obtained from the park, one block from. the 
river. This will necessitate the removal 
of some houses in that block, and the street 
will be cut through where they now stand. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


PARTIES TO Actions.—After the mortgage 
foreclosure action of Bowers vs. Denton had 
proceeded to a sale of the premises, a judg- 
ment creditor, who became such after the 
commencement of the action, applied to 
Justice Giegerich of the Supreme Court for 
leave, under Section 452 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure, to be brought in’as a de- 
fendant. The judgment creditor willbe 
entitled to the surplus moneys realized on 
the sale. He alleges that the price ob- 
tained for the property was inadequate, 
and that the purchase was made by a rela- 
tive of the defendant Denton, the judg- 
ment debtor. He also aNeges that the re- 
tive failed to complete his purchase, and 
that the plaintiff's attorney has improper- 
ly allowed him various adjournments for 
ciosing the title, extending over a period 
of. several months. It has been held (Earle 
vs. Hart, 20 Hun. 75) that the right of a 
person having an interest in the subject 
of a foreclosure action at the time of the 
filing of the lis pendens, to be. admitted 
as a party under Section 452, is absolute, 
While the right of One who acquiréd his 
interest subsequent to the filing of. the lis 
pendens, depends upon the sound discretion 
of the court. Justice Giegerich decides to 
allow the judgment creditor to be made a 
perty defendant to the action, but holds 
that a motion for a resale can only be 
meade after the judgment creditor acquires 
that. status.

BILL OF PARTICULARS.—Dobson vs. Heidel- 
berg is an action in the Supreme- Court 
to recover the contract price of certain 
cloths. The defendants are clothing manu- 
facturers, and they set up a: counterclaim 
for damages by reason of the alleged fact 
that the cloths in question, instead of 
being fast in color, as the plaintiffs war- 
ranted, faded when manufactured into 
clothing and worn. The counterclaim states 
that the defendants “‘ manufactured a con- 
siderable quantity of clothing made from 
said cloth. ‘That. much of this clothing 
was sold by them, but was returned to 
them because of the aforesaid defect in 
the color; that they were unable to dis- 
pose of the rest‘of the clothing manufac- 
tured by them out of this’ cloth in the or- 
dinary course of business; that the defend- 
ants lost customers by reason of the sale 
of said goods and lost prestige In the trade 
thereby, and lost sales of other goods to 
their customers by reason. of the dissatis- 
faction caused by the sale ef-clothing made 
from said defective eloth * * *.”" Ona 
motion by the plaintiffs for, a>bill of par- 
ticulars, the defendants replied that they 
had no records of the amount of clothing 
manufactured from the goods in question, 
which: they were compelled to take back 
from customers nor of the allowances which 
they were compelled to make to these cus- 
tomers. Justice Giegerich has given 4 de-

#762,243.12, as against $046,437.49 In 1900, a 
saving of $184,194.37 and $913,254.75 in 1901, 
a saving of $161,011.61. 

“I feel confident that the cost of con- 
ducting the office in previous years was 
much higher than the figures given. But 
it is impossible to establish this from the 
records of the old accountant. 

“I need make no apology for the defi- 
ciency of $135,000. I based my estimate 
on the exceedingly imperfect records of 
this office. There was nothing else to 
guide me, excepting the judgment of my 
assistants. The original estimaté for 1902, 
used by my predecessor, which I used also, 
was, of course, based upon the annual re- 
quisitions of the different departments, 
submitted in July, 1901. How valueless 
these requisitions are will be seen from 
the fact | five departments alone have 
ordered thus far in 1008 about $80,000 in 
printing for which no call whatever was 
made in their annu&l requisitions, and in- 
cluded in this is $23,050 from the Finance 
Department. How, then, can the Super- 
visor calculate with any reasonable cer- 
tainty what his outlay will be for the fol- 
lowing year, when the departments are so 
thoroughly ‘inaccurate in submitting the 
annual estimates of their needs?” 

After the board had disposed of routine 
business it took up a report from the 
Mayor’s Commissioners of Accounts on the 
charges made against Supervisor Cowen by 
Thomas B., Sidebotham, a printer, who as- 
serted that Mr. Cowen had been partial to 
certain printing concerns and that he had 
not awarded contracts, as required by law, 
to the lowest bidder. Phe report of the 
Commissioners covered twenty charges, and 
they declined to sustain all except three 
of the charges, the most important of 
which was that Mr, Cowen had been dila- 
tory in the forwarding of bills to the 
Finance Department. 

When the Mayor had finished reading 
the report the board went into secret ses- 
sion. 

The Mayor said later that they had dis- 
cussed the report of the Commissioners of 
Accounts fully and had instructed Mr. 
Cowen to forward a letter to Mr. Side- 
botham, requiring him to show cause 
within five days why he should continue 
to bid for city printing work. 

The Mayor would not explain just what 
that meant, but it was said that it is likely 
to result In an effort to deprive Mr. Side- 
botham of any city work in the future, 

The Mayor was asked if the board took 
any action regarding Mr. Cowen, but he 
replied that it had not. 


LOOTED SALOON KEEPER'S SAFE. 


Burglars Took Licenses as Well as Cash 
and Three Gold Watches. 


Henry Rosenberg, who keeps a saloon at 
45 Leonard Street, Jersey City, was greatly 
surprised when he opened the place yester- 
day. A big safe which stood at the end of 
the bar and in which he had placed $150, 
three gold watches, and the licenses he had 
receiyed from the Federal and Municipal 
Governments, had disappeared. He rushed 
to a near-by drugstore and telephoned to 
the police. é 

Detective Gallagher was sent'to the scene. 
It did ngt take him long to find the safe. 
It lay on its back in the yard. The door 
was shattered and the lock had been blown 
out by a cartridge inserted in a hole drilled 
through the lock.

YOUNG AMERICA SEIZURE. 


Schoolship’s Designer’s Claim Said to be 
Due for Alleged Breach of Contract. 


G. H. Eiswald, Vice President of the Nau- 
tical Preparatory School of Rhode Island, 
jnade a statement yesterday regarding the 
seizure of the schoolship Young America 
at the yards of the Perth Amboy Ship- 
building and Engineering Company, Mr. 
Biswald said the seizure was made on a 
claim of W. E. ‘Winant, the vessel's -de- 
signer, for alleged breach of contract, not 
for arrears or overdue salary, and that 
Winant had received up to April 30, when 
his connection with the school terminated, 
the sum of $2,800, all that was due at that 
time. 

Mr. Biswald further said that the school 
corporation had already paid the shipbuild- 
ers 875,000 on account of construction, and 
that its assets were sufficient to make the 
remaining payments as they came due.

Was Known Here When a Young Man 


“as Gibbons—Has Been Out’ of the 


Country for Many Years. 


After fighting for his adopted country and 
sustaining a serious wound .on- the field of 
Antietam, invalided into the field hospital 
at Frederick, Md., and later honorably 
mustered out of the United.States service 
as a member of the Eighty-eighth New 
York Volunteers, Terence Collins, a Union 
veteran, seventy years of.age, was yester- 
day held by the immigration avithoritles at 
Ellis Island on the ground that he was an 
alien and must submit to the usual exami- 
nation of foreigners, and possibly be. or- 
dered before a board of especial inquiry and 
deported, as his age might be held preju- 
dicial to his taking up his restdence in this 
country at this late day. 

Collins was stupefied by the announce- 
™TMent and declared he was a citizen of the 
United States. He declared he had former- 
ly lived in New York City and had fought 
in the civil war. 

“I don't understand this,” said. ‘‘ Why, 
everybody knew me in the First Ward. I 
went out with the rest of the boys in the 
old Eighty-eighth. I am sure there must 
be some left in the city who knew me, 
You just ask ’em if*they don’t know Ter- 
ence Gibbons.” 

‘What's that?” asked ah official sharp- 
ly. 

“You just ask 'em if they don’t know 
me—Terence Gibbons.’’ 

‘Terence Gibbons!" ejaculated the offi- 
clal, “ why your name is Terence Collins; 
at least that’s your name on the manifest. 
How's that?” 

The old man said not a word for a full 
minute, so great was his fear that the 
country for which he had fought and bled 


was going to shut its gates to him and send 
him back over the Atlantic. Then he said: 
‘Me name's Collins, but 1 was known as 
Gibbons when I lived here before.”’ 

“That's strange,"’ remarked the official. 
‘How do you explain it?” 

“Well, "twas this way. I came to this 
country with my uncle, whose name was 
Gibbons, and, as I was very young, I took 
his narhe, and, in fact, for man ears 
supposed my name was Gibbons. en I 
returned to Ireland I found out my mis- 
ake,”’ 

This interested the officer at once, and 
Commissioner Williams was notified. When 
he learned the. story of Collins, who was 
accompanied by his wife, Mary, who is two 


years older than he, he ordered that the 


couple be taken before a board °f special 
inquiry at the earliest possible mom nt and 
everything done.to expedite their landing. 

The aged Irishman explained tue misun- 
derstanding at length, and after he related 
his story all hands on the island were in- 
terested in him and his wife. As soon as he 
passes through the Barge Office gate he 
will engage passage on a Fall River boat 
for Fall River, where three daughters of 
bis wife by a former marriage, Annie, 
Ellie, and May, have employment in the 
cloth mills there and a pleasant home as 
well. The old couple are going there at the 
urgent solicitation of the three daughters. 
The ae couple sold their farm in Ireland 
and.all upon it and are to pass the remain- 
der of their days in the country where the 
head of the family passed his youth and 
early manhood. 

The old man was wont to compare the 
Cymric, on which he and his wife arrived 
Sunday, and the wooden craft that brought 
him to American shores years before iron 
Was a known quantity in shipbuilding. 

“I came to New York with my mo.her’s 
brother when.I was six years old,"”’ said the 
old’ man. “ His name was Henry Gibbons. 
We went to live in the First Ward, (I sup- 

ose it's a good deal different now,) and I 
ived with mv uncle twenty TPs. He 
seemed like a father to me, and I got the 
idea that he was. 

‘When the war broke out I enlisted in 
the Eighty-eighth New York Volunteers, 
We went to the front, and at Antietam the 
‘rebs’ ‘got’ me. I got a bullet in the 
left leg and a few more bayonet thrusts, 
and was taken from the field to Frederick 
and later to Baltimore, While in the hos- 
pital at Baltimore I was mustered out.” 

Collins's regiment was part of the Irish 
Brigade, and saw service at Malvern. Hill, 
Fredericksburg, Antietam, The Wilderness, 
and Petersburg. In the Yatter battle Col. 
Kelly was killed. This regiment lost elght- 
een commissioged officers,\.among whom 
were two sons of the late Thomas Addis 
Emmet. 

Collins sald that he had not been long in 
New York after his discharge before he 
becamé possessed of a desire to go to Ire- 
land. He started with the idea of making 
a trip only, but upon arrival so warnT was 
the welcome given by the friends and rela- 
tives who knew him as a very small boy 
that he settled upon “ the old sod ’’ perma- 
nently. His wife died three years ago, and 
he married the widowW® O'Keefe, who came 
with him on the Cymric as the second Mrs, 
Collins. 


WORK OF CHILDREN’S COURT. 


First Annual Tabulation Shows That 
Probation Should Be Exercised 
Only After Twelfth Year. 


E. Fellows Jenkins, Chief Probation Offi- 
cer of the Court of Special Sessions, yes- 
terday afternoon submitted to Presiding 
Justice Holbrook the first tabulation of 
the work of the parole officers at the 
Children’s Part of Special Sessions, other- 
wise the ‘Children’s Court,’’ since the 
opening of that court, in September last. 

It shows that in the justice of the court 
the quality of mercy has not been strained; 
accused of offenses ranging from disorder- 
ly conduct to forgery, robbery, and grand 
larceny, children, according to the report, 
have been paroled and reparoled as many 
as six times, to give them a chance to 
mend their ways. Fifteen per cent. of all 
who had been paroled violated their parole 
and had to be committed to institutions. 

In all, 616 boys and 28 girls were paroled 
between Sept. 3 last and June 27 this year. 
Disorderly conduct was charged against 
125 boys; petit larceny, 226 boys and 7 
girls; grand larceny, 5Y boys; burglary, 83 
boys; begging, 2 boys and 1 girl; no proper 
guardianship, 19 boys; assault, 21 boys; 
robbery, 18 boys; malicious mischief, 8 
boys; ungovernable, 3 boys and 2 girls; 
disorderly children, 41 boys and 8 girls, and 
forgery, 3 boys. 

“This report,” says Mr. Jenkins, ‘“indi- 
cates what satisfactory Supeov amen ma 
follow when erstwhile well-behaved chil- 
dren are given a chance -to ‘mend their 
ways.’ 

‘*I regret to have to report that of the 
639 ‘children enlarged on probation since 
the opening of the Children’s Part of the 
Court. of Special Sessions, about. 15 per 
cent. have had to be committed to institu- 
ticns for violating the provisions of their 
release. Of the number’ so committed it 
may be interesting to know that children 
under twelve years of age formed the 
larger part. And this goes to emphasize, in 
my opinion, that probation is productive of 
the most good ‘when exercised over chil- 
dren over that age, children under twelve, 
having in most cases absolutely no concep- 
tion of the position in which their miscon- 
duct places them.’’

Named for the Full Term of Ten Years 
In the Court of Special Sessions. 


Justice Julius M. Mayer of the Court of 
Special Sessions yesterday was appointed 
for a full term of ten years by Mayor Low, 
Justice Mayer was filling the position on 
the bench made vacant by the retirement 
of William.T. Jerome on his assuming the 
office of District Attorney, and was ap- 
pointed by Mayor Low in January of 1902, 
The salary is $0,000 annually, and the reap- 

ointment was made necessary because 
Fustice Mayer's term of office expired yes- 
terday. He will take his oath of office for 
the new term to-day.
